The assertion that some States 
would get all the benefit from a con- 
vention of the Federation is an old 
and familiar one. We have often 
heard it before, differently worded, 
— the National Association of the 
Deaf is not truly national in its com- 
position. This is one of the things 
we hope to remedy by a Federation. 
About the size of this country and 
the cost of traveling, the same could 
always have been urged against the 
National Association of the Deaf. 
Yet it has been in existence nearly 
thirty years, and has had many sin 
easeful conventions, which had a 
decided brightening and broadening 
effect on those who attended. 

Mr. Morin gives out the informa- 
tion that France is the land of his 
ancestors. Germany is the land of 
my ancestors, and I am proud of its 
achievements. It really was a very 
fortunate thing for me that I learn- 
ed to speak German before I lost my 
hearing.

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About a year ago Congress au- 
thorize*] the Director of the Census 
to publish, during the fiscal year 
1907, the names of heads of fami ies 
with related data secured upon the 
schedules of the First Census of the 
Uu ites, 1790, and under 

that authority the Director of the 
Census announced the publication 
of the returns for the States, New 
Hampshire, Vermont, and Mary- 
laud, the resources of the Bureau 
not being sufficient to complete 
these publications. 

During the session of Congress 
just closed, authorily wasgra: 
the Director of the Census to con- 
tinue the publication of the returns 
for the remaining States for which 
records are In existence during the 
present fiscal year. Accordingly, 
the returns for Maine, Massachu- 
setts, Rhode Inland, Connecticut, 
New York, Pennsylvania, North 
Carolina, and South Carolina have 
been complied and are now in 
press. 

In addition to the above, the 
State records for Virginia for 1782 
to 1785 have been obtained from 
the State government and will be 
used in lieu of Census return*. 

As in the case of the previous 
issues, each State will be published 
separately as a part, or volume, 
consisting of from 100 to 300 pages, 
handsomely printed upon laid an- 
tique paper, sewed and bound with 
turned handsome covers. Kadi 
part will be fully indexed, and will 
contain as a frontispiece a map of 
the State represented, 11 by 17 
inches in size, reproduced by litho- 
graphy fr.mi an atlas published in 
1796.

On the south 
was another Spanish colony known 
as the Floridas. The greater part 
of Texas, then a part of the colony 
of Mexico, belonged to Spain ; and 
California, Nevada, Utah, Arizona, 
and a portion of New Mexico, also 
the property of Spain, although 
penetrated here and there by ven- 
turesome explorers ami mission- 
aries, were, for the most part, an 
undiscovered wilderness. 

The gross area of the United 
States was 827,844 square miles, 
but the settled area was only 239,- 
935 square miles, or aVut 29 per 

t of the total. Though the area 
covered by the enumeration in 1790 
seems very small when compared 
with the present area of the United 
States, the difficulties which con 
fronted the census taker were vastly 
greater than in 1900. In many 
localities there were no roads, and 
where these did exist they were poor 
and frequently impassable ; budges 
were almost unknown. Transpor- 
tation was entirely by horseback, 
stage, or private coach. \ journey 
as long as that from New York to 
Washington was a serious under- 
taking, requiring eight days under 
the most favorable conditions. Wes- 
tern New York was a wilderness, 
Elmira and Binghamton being but 
detached hamlets. The territory 
west of the Allegheny Mountains, 
with the exception of a portion of 
Kentucky, was unsettled and scare- 
ly penetrated. Detroit and Vin- 
cennes were too small and isolated to 
merit consideration. Philadelphia 
was the Capital of the United States. 
Washington was a mere Government 
project, not even named, but known 
as the Federal City. Indeed, by 
the spring of 1793, only one wall 
of the White Honse had been con- 
structed, and the site for the Capitol 
had been merely surveyed. New 
York city in 1790 possesssod a 
population of only 33,131, although 
it was the largest city in the Unite) 
States ; Philadelphia was second, 
with 28,522 ;and Boston third, with 
18,320. Mails were transported in 
very irregular fashion, and corre- 

ndence was expensive and urn 

tain. 

There were, moieover, other dif- 
ficulties which were of serious mo- 
ment in 1790, but which long ago 

ISOd to be problems in census 
taking. The inhabitants, having 
no experience with census taking, 
imagined that some scheme for in- 
creasing taxation was involved, and 
were inclined to be cautions lest 
they should reveal too much of 
their own affairs.

of Ihe State Charities Aid Associa- 
tion, which are to be shown at 36 of 
of the county fairs of this state dur- 
ing the coming fall. To many this 
is a, bit of news, at once surprising 
and startling. The great, majority 
of people have no conception of the 
awful ravages of this disease, of that 

sorrow, suffering, misery, destitu- 
tion and squalor that, are left in the 
Hail of the " Croat White Plague," 
more profound still is the ignorance 
of (he nature of the disease. Be- 
lieving and regarding it as heredi- 
tary and Incurable, humanity has 
from time immemorial suffered 
tuberculosis t0 rage unchecked, but 
now however, thanks to science, it 
has been known for some 20 years 
that this plague is not only not. 
hereditary, but that it is curable in 
the early stages, and most import- 
ant of all, that, it is preventable, 
perhaps more so than any other 
germ disease.

Pictures of dispensaries, 
hospitals, and sanatoria where con- 
sumptives are treated, radiographs 
and photographs of healthy and dis- 
eased lungs will be shown. Scores 

of short terse pointed texts will be 

displayed ahoul the exhibit. 

Nothing gruesome or objection- 
able has been allowed to ereep into 
the exhibits, so UO one need stay 
away on that account. The tone 
throughout is optimistic, loi it has 
been fell that, in a great,, tremend- 
ous campaign like this, the greatssl 
perhaps that evei has or ever will 
he carried on by preventive modi- 
cine, optimism is a prime requisite.

The Mississippi Institution for 
the Deaf and Dumb, at Jackson, 
Mississippi, has lost one its most 
faithful and competent teachers, 
ami the deaf of the State, one of 
their nicest and best friends, in the 
death of Mr. Charles S. Deem, 
which sad everit took plaoe on the 
morning of July 21st, 1908, at hia 
own home in that city. 

Mr. Deem had been ill for weeks 
with a disease that seemed to baffle 
the medical profession in his home 
city and New Orleans, where he 
had gone and consulted specialists. 
He made a brave and patient fight 
and passed away, as he had lived, 
quietly and with a firm trust in his 
Saviour. 

Space will not allow as extended 
an article as the subject deserves, 
but all who knew him will know 
what a loss his taking away will 
bring to his beloved wife and two 
daughters, and the position which 
he filled with so much credit to 
himself and so much profit to the 
deaf children of his State. 

Mr. Deem was born and raised in 
Ohio, bnt he made his home in Mis- 
sissippi long enough to so identify 
himself with the great cause of educa- 
tion of the deaf as to render it ex- 
ceedingly difficult to fill his plaoe. 

His life was one beautiful effort 
to do good and to help those who 
needed help. He was a most de- 
voted and tender husband and 
father, a sympathetic friend and an 
intelligent and useful citizen. He 
was a consistent member of the 
Methodist Church aud a man of 
most exemplary habits. 

He had received his education at 
the school for the deaf in Ohio and 
at Gallaudet College, and had 
made much of the advantages he 
enjoyed. He was a close student, 
a great leader, and had as flue a 
command of language as eould be 
found with most educated men. 
He could easily be classed with the 
brightest deaf men and women of 
his day. It affords me great plea 
sure, though a sad duty, to speak 
those few words and to say that he 
was a most, intelligent, competent 
faithful and loyal teacher and help- 
er.

DEAF-MUTE COMMENCE- 
MENT- 

A Fete Champetre at Fanwood 
at a Ninetieth Celebration 

A wju»iu», in the New Y</rk Obterver. 

The New York Institution for the 
Instruction of the Deaf and Dumb 
has recently held its Ninetieth Com- 
mencement. The day was a " rare 
day in June," and instead of gather- 
ing the crowd of parents and friends 
in the chapel of the Institution ar- 
rangements were made to have the 
celebration upon the lawn under the 
branching chestnuts and heaven's 
own blue, without even a shelter 
tent. A suitable stage was built by 
the pupils of the carpenter shop, the 
drilled battalion speedily exchanged 
guns for chairs, and seats for a thou- 
sand spectators were arranged in a 
semi-circle within easy observation 
of the exercises. Everything proved 
propitious, and the following interest- 
ing program rewarded those who 
had come from distant homes and 
from all parts of Greater New York 
to enjoy an unusual educational 
spectacle. 

After prayer by the Rev. John 
Chamberlain, D.D., and an 
of welcome by the president of the 
institution, a salutatory address was 
given with an essay upon " the value 
igns in the acquisition of Eng- 
lish" by a deaf-mute, who is also 
blind. This was followed by a 
presentation of cooking-class methods 
and kindergarten exercises by little 
boys and girls in costume. A gra- 
duating essay on " Small Things" 
was succeeded by a great variety of 
oral and aural exercises in character 
sketches. The deaf-mute brass band 
and drum corps next played eight 
numbers, concluding with " The Star 
Spangled Banner," at which the 
audience of a couple of thousand rose 
and stood unoovered. Art work was 
exhibited upon the slates, and a 
military drill was given by Company 
C. Some gymnasium work was in- 
troduced between two graduating 
essays. The exercises closed with 
the report on the annual examina- 
tion by Dr. .Leale, Chairman of the 
Committee of Instruction ; the pre 
sentation of diplomas, the singing 
orally and in signs of "Amei 
and the Benediction by the Rev. Dr. 
Mackay, the Presbyterian pastor of 
Washington Heights. Not in the 
forty years of my connection with the 
directorate of the institution do I 
recall a better and happier commence- 
ment. 

The New York institution was the 
earliest established of oral schools 
for the deaf and dumb in the United 
States, and had but a single predeces- 
sor in deaf-mute teaching. It is a 
free school for all deaf children of 
the State, and besides oral teaching 
it employs every known method 
I rument which is of value in their 
;ion. Speech and reading 
from the lips are taught to all. 
Where there is a remnant of hearing 
or speech special manipulation and 
treatment are used in developing and 
improving them. The manual al- 
phabet language, the black- 
board and grammatical ex- 
ercises, all have their place in the 
class rooms. The course of study 
corresponds to that of common 
>pls and academies, and in com- 
bination with this a mechanical or 
domestic trade is given to each pupil. 
Carpentering, t; ^making, 
iting, sign painting, flower cul- 
ture, sewing and cooking are taught. 
;tils have regular gymnastics 
and a thorough military drill for the 
boys, with their own band of t 
mute musicians, who play in time 
and tune, and art classes for girls 
and boys are also conducted by skill- 
ed prof esse:

munity. In fact, there is a demand 
for these graduates greater than the 
supply. 

"It is not surprising, then, that 
educators of the hearing shonld en- 
deavor to arouse public sentiment as 
to the necessity of affording hearing 
children the same opportunity of 
acquiring a knowledge and skill 
during their school life that would 
enable them upon leaving school to 
do as well as the deaf. In view of 
our experience, we fail to under- 
stand this delay in establishing these 
courses of practical value. Surely 
those charged with the education of 
the hearing children can profit by 
what we have done for the deaf. ' ' 

Analysis of the trade schools shows 
that the forty-one pupils in the print- 
ing office last year not only prepared 
the annual report of 126 octavo 
pages, containing tables of figures 
and difficult typography, but also 
printed all the stationery required 
for the institution, and a large 
amount of private and commercial 
work for outside parties at regular 
rates. From the establishment of 
the office it has edited, printed and 
published weekly the" Beak- 
s' Journal," a four-page, 
twenty-eight-column newspaper. 
not only trains deaf-mutes in 
the printer's art, but gives them ex- 
perience in reading, the use of lan- 
guage and the practice of newspaper 
office. No graduate of the Fanwood 
printing office need wait a day for 
steady employment in New York, 
and several of them hold places of 
responsibility and large salary in the 
trade. The carpenters and cabinet- 
makers last year had practical expe- 
rience in repairing the buildings, 
making new and repairing old furni- 
ture and doing work whose pecun- 
iary value amounted to more than 
four thousand dollars, while the 
painting and glazing class was credit 
ed at $4,690. 

While female training is necessari 
ly more restricted than that of the 
males, yet much is done to fit the 
girls to lie useful in the homes to 
which they will return. Sixty of 
the 215 were taught dressmaking, 
shirtmaking and plain sewing, mak 
ing their own uniforms, dresses and 
other clothes ; forty-five were taught 
to be practical plain cooks, and all 
were instructed in the ordinary 
duties practised in a clean, orderly 
and well-kept home. These instruc- 
tions are given in connection with 
education and without inter- 
ference with mind education and 
physical culture. The order of a 
single day has been thus outlined, 
?nd gives a fair idea of the conduct 
of the institution. The basis is mil 
itary. Reveille sounds, or rather 
vibrates, at 6 A. m. Breakfast 
called at 6.50 and served at 7 a. m. 
At 7:30 the color guard raises the 
flag, the pupil waiters have their 
breakfast, the sick repoit at hospital 
and the girls perform light house- 
work. Then comes drill-call, as- 
sembly, and at 8:45 a. m, all attend 
school in the clsss rooms from that 
time until 11:45. Dinner is at 12, 
and an hour later school sessions 
are resumed until 4 p. m. Then 
comes an hour of recreation and play.

The pupils go 
to bed, according to their ages, at 7, 
8, 9 and 10 o'clock. On Saturday 
mornings there is general bathing, 
work in trades schools, instruction 
in field music, gymnastics, etc Sa- 
turday afternoon is especially devot- 
ed to athletic exercises and sports 
under supervision. The evening is 
occupied with meetings of th< 
wood Literary Association, debates, 
lectures and entertainments 

Mr. Enoch Henry Currier, the 
;>al of the Institution, re- 
presents to the pupils the honored and 
beloved father of a large family, and 
his teachers and officers are like its 
elder brothers ai s. Ther 

little need here of what is called 
lent, for the discipline of the 
ti tut ion is like that of a high- 
class regiment. All the n 
are eageT to do their 
the honor of the company and the 
credit of the officers. The officers 
have an esprit de corps which 
animated them in serving the direc- 
.vho in turn seek by fruitful 
industrious efforts to fulfill the 
h trust reposed in them by the 
founders of the school and by the 
Empire State which supports and 
aids this philanthropic and educa- 
tional hi The management 
invite the officials and taxpayer 
the State to visit the buildings and 
[jcct the schools and 
workshops and to learn by actual 
observation what ninety years of 
study, investigation, experience and 
labor have developed here in the 
instruction and training of thousands 
of defective youths for happiness 
and usefulness in ordinary life.

It is proposed to create a memorial 
to the late Rev. Thomas Gallaudet, 
D.D., by the erection of a Parish 
Building for St. Aiim'h Church for 
I leaf- Mutes. The present Church 
\h sltnated on 1 18th Street, just west 
of Amsterdam Avenue, and in built 
Home twenty. five feet, back from the 
line of the Street to permit, the erec- 
tion ol inch a building as above 
Indicated, Which will form a faoade 
to the eliureh edifice and beareenter 
ol religions and social life amongst 

the silent peoples. Dr. (iallaudet 
hoped dining his lifetime to see the 
erection of this building, which 

would have completed the church 
with which his name has always 
been associated. This was not per- 
mitted, and il is suggested as a 
most, fitting memorial to him that 
this work be now undertaken. St. 
Ann's Church is Died wholly for 
the deaf mutes.
